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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments with respect to the 35 
USC 112 rejections of claims 1-45 have been considered but are not persuasive. Applicant's use of the phrase "epehmeral key pair" is 
not in fact consistent with general usage because it is used more than once while an epehemeral key or key pair is meant to be used once 
and only once, and destroyed immediately after use. Such general usage is supported by those references provided by the Examiner in 
previous office actions. Applicant's use of the phrase ephemeral key pair in his claims, wherein the key pair is used more than once, is 
not enabling because it is unclear how many times the key is to be used, and when it is to be destroyed. If it is the Applicant's intention to 
be his own lexicographer and have his epehmeral key pair wherein the pair is to be used more than once, for a specific message, such an 
intent and definition must be included in the specification and clear from the claims. If this is not the Applicant's intention, then the 
Applicant must amend the claims so as to comply with general usage of the phrase "ephemeral key pair" wherein the key pair is used 
once, and only once, and destroyed immediately thereafter. .
